A single-comb W hite Leghorn pul­ 
let, that laid her first egg just four 
months and fourteen days from the 
date of her hatching, is one of the r e ­ 
sults of breeding for early maturity 
obtained by the

lets begin laying is about six months. 
This extraordinary fowd was one of a 
group of 720 that were hatched at the 
same time.
